Anderson Sets Out On First Task— 
Licking Farm Fear of Depression 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—

Secretary of Agriculture Anderson declared today that 


his first task as the nation’s new food chief will be to create farmer confidence that abun- 
dant production will not bring on another postwar farm depression. 

Such confidence, he said, will lead the way to plentiful supplies of food and to a solution 
of problems growing out of current shortages.

Plants Burn 


MIAMI, Fla., July 1.—(#)—City and volunteer firefighters to- 
night brought under control a spectacular blaze that wiped out two 


large oil storage plants, damaged 
through the air, killed one person 

For seven hours all available 
Miami fire fighting equipment, 
aided by units from neighboring 
communities and nearby military 
establishments fought the _ stub- 
born blaze that _started around 
moon at the Franklin Oil Com- 
pany's reclaiming plant. 

Police reported that Jimmy Nel- 
gon, a *teen-aged youth, died at a 
local hospital from head wounds 
received when he was struck by 
a flying drumhead. 

Other persons, including several! 
servicemen pressed into service 


to fight the stubborn oil-fed fire, 


were treated for cuts and burns at 
emergency first aid stations at the 
scene and at hospitals in the area. 

The fire. which officials said 
caused 194 separate oil tanks and 
drum explosions and sent black 
smoke clouds billowing 14,000 feet 
into the sky, razed the Franklin 
Company and the Sun Gas Com: 
pany’s ofl storage plant. 

Police said Amoco gasoline stor- 
ace tanks and buildings, earlier 
reported destroyed, were only par- 
tially damaged. 

Five persons miraculously es- 
raped injury when a 55-gallon oil 
drum, trailing a tail of flame, 
struck their home. 

Victor Il. Deboy, a Franklin em- 
piove, said the fire started at that 
plant when heat from stills used 
in reclaiming used oil ignited va- 
pors from distillate he was drain- 
ing from 2 600-gallon tank. 

Deboy said the flames qtickly 
spread and drove him and four 
other workers from the building 
as he was phoning in the alarm. 

First to go were fifteen 20,000- 
gallon oil storage tanks /in the 
Franklin plant. Frequent explo- 
sions among the 5,000 drums of 
oil and 3,000 empty 55-gallon con- 
tainers in the yard spread the 
fire to the neighboring plants.

“To get more production now,” 
the next cabinet officer said, “we 
must think of the farmer as a-war 
producer just as much as the 
manufacturer of planes and 
tanks.” 


Government agencies- requiring 
food for military, lend-lease and 
foreign relief purposes should be 
required, he said, to assume full 
financial responsibility for the food 
they ask farmers to produce, re- 
gardless of whether those agencies 
finally need it or not. 


“The original requests (of such 
agencies) on which farm produc- 
tion goals are based should be re- 
-<} agg as firm commitments,” he 
said. 


Emphasizing the necessity . of 
Carrying out government price 
guarantees to farmers, the secre- 
tary said there should -be no repe- 
tition of the time, during the win- 
ter of. 1943-44, “when support 
prices on hogs broke under the 
pressure of heavy production cou- 
pled with over-optimism for an 
early end of the war.” 


Looking to the postwar period 
and possible farm surpluses, An- 
derson said the government and 
the people have “strong hopes” for 
a high level of employment which 
would support abundant produc- 
tion and consumption of agricul- 
tural commodities. 

He cautioned consumers that 
present shortages could be ex- 
pected to continue in the imme- 
diate future because they “cannot 
be corrected by any waving of a 
magic wand.” 

One of Anderson's first tasks 
will be the reorganization of the 
agriculture department to include 
the functions and personne! of the 
War Food Administration, the 
agency which President Truman 
ordered abolished. He promised 
to make the reorganized depart- 
ment an efficient organization 
serving agriculture and the people. 

Anderson said the department 
would seek to secure “fair and 
equitable” distribution of the food 
supply in meeting military, civilian 
and foreign relief requirements. 
He promised to restore food to 
“legitimate” channels of trade 
through rigid black market con- 
trols and “tough enforcement.”

300 SHIPS 

An Allied invasion fleet of more 
than 300 ships, including the U. S. 
Seventh Fleet and Royal Austra- 
lian and Royal Netherlands units, 
put the first wave of Australian 
diggers ashore at Balikpapan’s 
burning foreign district at 8:55 
a. m, yesterday. 

The troops were met by a spat- 
tering of small-arms fire from the 
Japanese, who somehow had gur- 
vived more than two weeks of 
daily heavy air assault and a dev- 


astating rocket barrage that pre- 


ceded the landing. 

Succeeding waves of troops 
landed on schedule, and by 11:30 
a. m,. the Australians possessed 
a mile-long stretch of beach front- 
ing on Makasgar strait and pushed 
up to a half-mile inland. 

“MAC” LANDS, EXULTANT 

MacArthur landed with his 
field commanders, in the fourth 
wave and stepped ashore with the 
remark: 

“I think today we settled the 
score of that Makassar straits af- 
fair of three and a half years ago.” 

He was referring to the gallant 
effort by four old American four- 
stack déstroyers:in January, 1942, 
to hold off Japanese convoys that 
were streaming south for the in- 
vasion of Java. Not until the pres- 
ent operations had an Allied war 
fleet ventured back into Makassar 
straits. ,

Get Foothold Off Coast;

CHUNGKING, July 1—(>)— 
Chinese fighters have captured 
Weichow islands in American air- 
patrolled waters off China’s south 
coast, the Chinese command said 


tonight, while front dispatches re- 
ported the fall of three Ja 

held Indo-China towns to Chinese 
forces pushing into the French col- 
ony on a 100-mile front. 


In swift new blows following 
the recapture of the U. S. 14th Air 
Force base at Liuchow, other Chi- 
nese forces battered toward two 
other former American airfields in 
south China—the airstrips at 
Kweilin and Tanchuk, a 
communique disclosed. 

Weichow island, in the Gulf of 
Tonkin between the Luichow pe 
ninsula and Indo-China, was clear- 
ed of Japanese forces as a result 
of mopping-up operations by Chi- 
nese regulars and local militia- 
men, the high command said. 

The strategic little island, lying 
astride Japan's m 
sea supply routes to land-isolated 
southeast Asia, apparently was 
garrisoned only by a Japa- 
nese force, the bulk of which 
probably was withdrawn to the 
Luichow peninsula as part of a 
recent redeployment of Japanese 
forces in south China. 

New details of fighting inside 
Indo-China meanwhile revealed 
that hard-bitten mountain troops 
under Gen. Chang Fah-Kwei had 
pushed over the Chinese frontier 
and into 6,500-foot hills at points 
along a 100-mile front. 

The front extended from Trung 
Khanh Phu (Chunkchingfu), 19 
miles northeast of the mountain- 
locked Indo-Chinese highway hub 
of Caobang, to Malungchai, iden- 
tified as one mile inside Indo 
China and 23 miles north of Ha- 
giang. 

In addition to the capture of 
Trung Khanh Phu and Malung- 
chai, reports said that Dong Van, 
in the northernmost. tip of the 
French colony and 30 miles north-

“The people along that route 
are about the most generous in the 
world, I guess,” Bagley said. “My 
wife and 1 certainly will miss all 
the good food they have given 
us through the years.

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James F. Byrnes and Department of State 


Charleston-born James F. Byrnes has 
been named by President Harry S. Tru- 
man as secretary of state, replacing Ed- 
ward S. Stettinius, resigned to accept the 
important position of United States rep- 


resentative to the United Nations. 


This not merely brings a southerner 
into the cabinet, where southerners have 
been all-too-scarce since the Civil War, 
it makes Mr. Byrnes the first South Caro- 
linian to hold that position since John C. 
Calhoun. He is the third man from his 
state to be so honored, the first being 


Hugh S. Legare, who served in that ca- 
pacity under President Tyler. 


Fifteen southerners have held the office 
of secretary of state, among them being 
some of the nation’s great such as Thomas 
Jefferson, John Marshall, James Madison, 
James Monroe, Henry Clay, John C. Cal- 
houn and Cordell Hull. 


Since the Civil War, however, Thomas 
G. Bayard, of Delaware, and Cordell Hull, 
of Tennessee, are the only southerners 
who have held this cabinet position. 


Indeed, cabinet members from the 
- south have been so rare in the past sev- 
eral decades as to cause frequent com- 
plaint from southern editors. 


Josephus Daniels was secretary of the 
Navy under Woodrow Wilson. Daniel C. 
Roper, also of South Carolina, was sec- 
retary of commerce under Franklin D. 


Roosevelt and, under the same president, - 


Claude Swanson, of Virginia, was secre- 
tary of the Navy and Cordell Hull, secre- 
tary of state. Herbert Hoover appointed 
a Virginian, William N. Doak, as secretary 
of labor. 


Not since Hoke Smith served as secre- 
tary of the interior under President 
Grover Cleveland has Georgia had a cab- 
inet officer. : 


Before the Civil War Georgians held 
several cabinet positions. John Forsyth, 
of Georgia, was twice secretary of state 
under Andrew Jackson. William H. Craw- 
ford was twice secretary of the treasury, 
serving under Madison and Monroe, and 


Howell Cobb held the same post under 
Buchanan. 


The distinguished Crawford also was 
secretary of gwar under Madison for one 
vear. Another Georgian, George W. Craw- 
ford, held the same position under Taylor. 


James Habersham was three times 
Rnostmaster general, serving under Wash- 
ington and Adams. Jackson, who liked 
Georgians, named John M. Berrien as at- 
torney general. But since the last Cleve- 
land administration, Georgia has had no 


cabinet member. { 


With that brief historical review out 
of the way, one turns naturally to the 
future. Mr. Byrnes’ appointment will be 
swiftly confirmed this week. There is 
some opposition to him but it will hardly 
become vocal. At least, there is little 
likelihood of it. He is not without expe- 
rience and he is close to Mr. Truman and 
the senate. He worked with Mr. Roose- 
velt on Big Three matters and he has 
been one with Mr. Truman in the Presi- 
dent’s utterances at San Francisco and 
Kansas City where he strongly endorsed 
the late Wendell Willkie’s “One World” 
philosophy in so far as the foreign rela- 
tions policy of this country is concerned. 


It will be surprising if Mr. Byrnes does 
not bring about some radical changes in 
the personnel of the department, includ- 
ing some of the undersecretaries. Harry 
Hopkins long has favored such a move 
and Hopkins, one may be sure, has the 
President’s ear on foreign affairs and, 
through that, the ear of Mr. Byrnes. 


The department does contain some ele- 
ments of the old appeasement days, and 
others are pro-Franco and pro-Argentina. 
There will be a number of changes. 


Slowly, but surely, Mr. Truman is 
building his own cabinet.. That he has 
gone to the southwest, the west and; 
finally, to the south, is encouraging be- 
cause for too long eastern thought has 
dominated administrative thinking. It is 
significant, too, from a political viewpoint. 
There is a campaign in 1948. 


Mr. Truman gains in personal confi- 
dence and also in the confidence of the 
nation. 


Law and Order, But No Witch Hunt, Please 


The Constitution congratulates the 
DeKalb county police force on their im- 
mediate solution of juvenile vandalism in 
their county, which had reached the pro- 
portions of house-breaking, property dam- 
age and minor theft. 


Fulton county, where most of the dep- 
redations have occurred, still dawdles. 
The act of our neighboring DeKalb should 
inspire them to action. 


While The Constitution deplores these 
evidences of vandalism, The Constitution 
nevertheless warns that all care should be 
taken to prevent anything resembling a 
witch-hunt. There already are a few 
hints of such an attitude. 


It must be kept in mind that these are 
children. 
their acts have, on occasion, reached the 
criminal definition, The Constitution nev- 


They have acted badly. While 


ertheless does not believe them criminals. 
They are, with but few exceptions, sure 
to be children whose homes, either 
through carelessness or cold neglect, have 
offered no intelligent discipline or guid- 
ance. Their intent has not been criminal. 


The Constitution urges that all chil- 


~dren under 16 years of age be turned over 


to the juvenile courts and their names not 
revealed. They must be revealed if crim- 
inal charges, entirely justified on the basis 
of fact, are filed. We urge, however, it 
be kept in mind most of these young boys 
and girls will learn a lesson from juvenile 
court. There is no need to give them the 
extra handicap of public condemnation. 


We would gladly recommend public 
condemnation for the parents, but that, 
unfortunately, is not possible, although 
they are, in most cases, the really guilty 
ones.

I talked with him a number of times. 

Like all very old men he seemed to have an air of detached 
listening about him—no matter how well he paid attention, he 
always seemed to be listening. I have noted it in other old persons. 
I recall talking with an old Negro, Liverpool Hazzard, when he 
was 112 years old. He remembered Fanny Kemble, the great Eng- 
lish actress who married Pierce Butler and came to live at Butler 
Island off the coast of Georgia. He always seemed to be listening. 

I asked him once... “Liverpool, for what are you listening?” 

“Now and then I seem to hear Miss Fanny, suh,” he said. 

Maybe he did. I! don’t know. 

Maybe Gen. Jones was listening for “Old Joe,” Gen. Joseph F. 
Johnston, whom Gen. Robert E. Lee restored to duty and com- 
mand when, in the dying days of the Confederacy, the stunborn, 
Braxton Bragg-dominated Jefferson Davis gave the great Virginia 
genius full command, And, for all we know, the old people hear 
them—like the faraway sound of bells I'd as soon believe it as not, 


The End Gen. Jones told me a story once about that surren- 
der. The shattered Confederate army of Tennessee, 
then in North Carolina on a futile hope, made one last great fight. 
It smashed up part of Sherman’s army at Bentonville. That was 
the last fight and the last victory. \ 
Gen. Lee surrendered on April 9. Five days later “Old Joe” 
sent a courier over to Sherman and asked for a parley. Jefferson 
Davis and three members of his cabinet—Benjamin, Mallory and 
Reagan—had reached Goldsboro in flight on April 12 and had agreed 
to the surrender. Davis, almost always wrong and stubborn about 
it, had wanted to keep on fighting. But “Old Joe” pointed out his 
21,000 men and Sherman’s 110,000, with Grant’s 180,000 available. 
So, on April 14, the courier was sent and the parley arranged. 
John C. Breckinridge, the Confederate secretary of war, had re- 
mained with “Old Joe” as a major general, 


Parley ft was agreed to meet at the Bennett farm nouse be- 

tween the lines. One of the mer there, just outside 
the window, and up close looking in as 1 young soldier would 
was a sentry trom Georgia, James Jones. I can near the old mon’s 
voice yet as he tola the story. 

“Gen. Johnston got ready to go. He looked around and said, 
‘We'd better take a guard along. Let’s get the least ragged ones.’ 
Il had me a coat I’d taken off a dead soldier because it was a good 
one and a pair of boots I'd got off a dead Yankee. So he picked 
me for one. 

“We went across to this farm house. I was stationed right 
outside the window of the room where they met. I saw them meet 
and shake hands and go inside. Then I moved up so I could look in, 

“They sat down.and began to talk. Gen. Breckinridge or Gen, 
Johnston, I don’t know which, had brought along a quart of whisky. 
They had a few drinks around as they talked. 

“After a while Gen. Johnston shoved the bottle over to Gen. 
Sherman and he laughed and put it back. 

“ ‘Hells fire, Joe, he said, ‘if- I take another drink I'll be sur- 
rendering to you.’ 

“After a while they reached an agreement and 
and we left.” 

I could never get over a feeling, when I talked with him, that 
there was a connection with that war. It was a physical connec- 
tion. I was sitting talking with a man who had watched Joe 
Johnston and W. T. Sherman meet and talk surrender. The war 
seemed so far away. And yet there we were .talking about it as 
if it had been a little while ago. If you have a son or a daughter 
take them, if you can, and let them talk with a Confederate vet- 
eran. It is a link with a part of our history that won’t last but a 


year or so more. 
Liberal Whether it was the bourbon whisky or not, the terms 

were too liberal and U. S. “rant, who thought he had 
been liberal (as he had) with Robert E. Lee, refused to sign them 
and came over to see Sherman abéut them. 

There was another meeting and the terms were revised to match 
those at Appomatox—except Joe Johnston let the men keep some 
rifles for protection and hunting on the way home. 

One of those who turned wearily home was Pvt. James Jones. 
He had been born at Crawfordville in 1845 ...a year in which 
war with Mexico was coming up like thunder. All his life he was to 
remember his own war and the smell of spring and fields about 
the Bennett house and the sweet, sour odor of the whisky and 
the faces of the men. 

And now he is gone, one of the few veterans left who saw real 
fighting ... one of the last of that army of individualists, of plant- 
ers’ sons, of poor farmers, of the starving, marching minority that 


shook hands 


kept on to the end, leaving a legend that time cannot tarnish.

We Need Perspective 
On Our Own Affairs 


He came into the office just because he wanted 
to talk with somebody. He is an American Army 
captain, recently home from several years’ serv- 

ice in a foreign land. Not a combat zone, but an important strategic 
area. He has been living,'those years, among a friendly people. Yet 
a people proud of their national history and their national culture. 

“I’m worried about my own country,” he began. “I’ve had 
plenty of time, since I came home a couple of months ago, to read 
the papers. I’ve spent an hour each morning reading The Consti- 
tution. And then others papers. And I’m worried about three things. 
Three things I read. 

“First, is the criticism, here at home, of the OWI. Believe me, 
that office is doing a swell job overseas telling the world the truth 
about America. It may be expensive but, whatever the cost, it’s 
worth it. I can’t understand congressional attacks on the OWI. 

“Secondly, I’m puzzled and angry about all these strikes going 
on. No man has any more right, in time of war, to quit his job 
in a war plant than a soldier has to desert. 

“Third, there are al] these attacks on Russia and the Russians. 
You’d think some people in this country are trying to stir up a new 
war against the best fighting ally we have. Why, the Russians ere 
folks just like us, with the same problems. They have the same 
right to watch over things in their part of the world as we have 
to kinder run things on the American continent. And I can’t figure 
out what half the guys who are using ‘Communist’ as a smear word 
mean by the word as they use it... .” 


M “What folks here don't seem able to 
We Are Foreigners grasp is that we, as Americans, are just 
foreigners when we are in other folks’ countfies. They look on us 
as foreigners, and rather queer foreigners at that. They know 
America is an immensely powerful nation and want to be friends 
with us. But I doubt_if there are any people anywhere with a 
more pronounced case of national egotism than ours. And we dis- 
play that egotism in what must be rather irritating ways to a lot 
of mighty good people of other nations. 

“Yeh, other nations are proud, too, and let you know it. The 
English have an ingrained sense of their own superiority, all right. 
Just about as strong as the Germans ever had about their own 
herrenvolk theories. But, by all that’s silly, we are the last people 
in the world to complain about other folks’ national self-satisfac- 


tion. 

ae “Take this ptace where I’ve been living. I 
Critical Press couldn’t read their newspapers, but we did get 
translations of editorials or articles which mentioned America. And, 
although they are, basically, our friends, many of those editorials 
weren’t too complimentary to the U. S. Particularly the Army. 

“Well, suppose Atlanta was occupied by an army, a friendly 
army, of about 250,000 troops of some Latin-American country. 
That would be about the same ratio. Suppose Atlantans saw these 
foreign troops—remember, of a friendly nation—filling their thea- 
ters, restaurants, clubs, recreation centers. Dating Atlanta girls. 

“Wouldn’t Atlanta folks be inclined to be critical of such an 


army, living among them? 
“Vou mustn't think.” he- continued, “that be- 


Rather a Shock ‘cause I say I’m worried by what I! read in 


the papers about my own country that I don’t understand that all 
sides of an argument are made public when a nation, like us, has 
a free press. Also that there are bound to be at least two sides 
to every topic-in a country with freedom of speech. 

“But perhaps it is my emotions that are shocked, because, you 
see, for about two years I have not, really, been reading news- 
papers. Oh, they were available, all right, but somehow I wasn't 
interested and had plenty of other things to do. 

“When you’re in the Army.in time of war you get so your only 
interest is war news. We'd get briefed reports on war developments 
every morning. I’d read those, and that was about all. So, now 
I’m on furlough, with time on my hands, it may be I’m shocked 
because I’ve grown unaccustomed to reading anything and every- 
thing in a good newspaper. 

“But there’s another thing I just can’t understand. That is the 
opposition to compulsory military training for all our young men 
in time of peace. 

“It would be the finest thing possible for young America. It 
would do more toward solving the problem of juvenile irrespon- 
sibility and delinquency than anything else.

Stettinius Episode 
Ungraceful, at Least 


WASHINGTON.—The resignation of Secreta 
of State Stettinius has provided Washington wi 
a minor political mystery. 

As announced by President Truman, the resignation was inter- 
preted as taking effect immediately; that is to say, simultaneously 
with the announcement. 

That left a period of several days in which Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau was next in line for the presidency. If any- 
thing should happen to Mr. Truman between the time of Secre 
tary Stettinius’ resignation and the appointment and confirmation 
by the senate of his successor, then Mr. Morgenthau would auto 
matically become president. 

The element of mystery in the matter turns on the question of 
why Mr. Stettinius should have desired to vacate his post imme 
diately. 

Ordinarily when a cabinet officer resigns or retires he continues 
to serve on in his post until his successor is named and confirmed. 
That has been true of the four other cabinét changes announced 
by Mr. Truman since taking the oath of office following President 
Roosevelt’s death on April 12. All of them continued to serve 
until June 30, the end of the past fiscal year. 

Mr. Stettinius, however, chose to quit his office immediately 
after the acceptance of his resignation was announced. He had 
been away from Washington most of the time during the preceding 
nine weeks, covering the period of the San Francisco Conference, 
and it is reasonable to suppose that a number of matters had ac 
cumulated on his desk during his absence which would require 
several days to clear up. P 


. 
: If nothing else, he would probably need a week 
Needs Time at least to clean out his personal files and place 
the office in shape for his successor. A secretary of state is hardly 
able to vacate his office on a day’s notice, if he is to leave things 
in an orderly fashion. 

Mr. Stettinius had returned to’ Washington only a few hours 
before his resignation was announced, which means that he had 
hardly had time enough to put his affairs in shape before quitting. 

And so Washington is groping for an answer to his precipitant 
retirement. 

In view .of the outward friendliness of Mr. Truman’s letter an- 
nouncing the resignation it cannot be assumed that he was asked 
to leave immediately. Certainly it would have been appropriate 
for him to remain on until his successor was confirmed and was 
ready to take over—a matter of not more than a week, perhaps, 
at the outside. | 

But Mr. Stettinius evidently did not choose to linger. He was’ 
ready to go the moment the President announced acceptance of his 
resignation. 

It is difficult not to read into the former secretary of state’s 
action some resentment over the manner in which he was replaced, 
He had just finished the important work of the San Francisco Con- 
ference and his efforts in that direction were so successful that he 
had been warmly praised by all parties to the parley. 

He probably had a right to feel that his success entitled him 
to a longer tenure in the office to which he had been named only 
a few months before President Roosevelt's death. To throw him 
out as soon as the work of the historic conference was ended must 
have impressed him as somewhat inappropriate. 


: Mr. Truman’s action in naming him as the Amer 
Inactive Job ican representative te the United Nations world 
peace organization was hardly anything more than an idle gesture, 
The office to which he was named has not even been created yet. 
There is little prospect that its functions will be more than routine 
for some time. | 

The President seemed to be overstepping himself a bit in de 
scribing the office tendered Mr. Stettinius as the greatest in the 
gift of the American people. To a man who had just been asked 
to give up the secretaryship of state, the No. 1 post in the cabinet, 
that must have sounded slightly on the gold brick side.

I know of 
one instance where the top thirty 
inches of soll had been removed 
by the highway department and 
used in building a highway. Even 
here the Kudzu took over and is 
now making substantial yields of 
hay and grazing. So what does it 
matter if nature does need hun- 
dreds of years to make topsoil? To 
paraphrase my Florida chicken 
grower, “It isn’t topsoil we're 
after, it’s feed crops.” Or dollars 
through feed crops.

Two of the lieutenant’s three 
and a half years in the Army were 
spent in prisoner of war camps. 
He and other interned airmen 
were kept in Stalag Luftwaff No. 
3 until January, 1945. 

At that time most of the pris- 
oners were transferred to Stalag 
No. 7A, north of Munich, the camp 
from which Austin was finally 
freed. 

“We managed to: get a pretty 
accurate view of the war’s prog- 
ress through the German com.

B-29 Crash 
Kills Nine; 
One Survivor 


MAYFIELD, Ky., July 1.—()— 
Four Army air force officers and 
five enlisted men were killed and 
one man escaped almost uninjured 
when a B-29 bomber crashed 14 
miles northeast of Mayfield early 
today. 

The lone survivor, Cpl. Irving 
A. Ellias, whose home address was 
not immediately available, de- 
scribed the_ fantastic accident 
which occurred at about 1 a. m. 
while the bomber was on a routine 
training flight from Kurtland 
Field, Albuquerque, N. M 

Ellias told an Associated Press 
representative that the B-29 was 
flying through a severe electrical 
storm, accompanied by heavy rain, 
when there was a loud noise and 
the plane “seemed to just disin- 
tegrate.” Ellias, who was left 
wing gunner, had left his post and 
was in the tail of the plane when 
the accident occurred. 

He said he couldn’t remember 
how he escaped from the plane but 
that he was thrown clear and 
opened tis parachute, falling, ac- 
cording to his estimate, about 8,000 
feet. 

Officials from Campbell air base 
at Camp Campbell, Ky., said the 
names of the victims would be 
released at Albuquerque tomorrow.

WASHINGTON—If you are now 
a veteran and have just returned 
to your home town after a couple 
years’ foreign service you need 
some advice, because you're like- 
ly to discover that the people— 
perhaps members. of your own 
family—now act strangely. You'll 
have to get used to humoring 
them. 

For instance, when you again 
meet Harry Dunlap who runs the 
corner grocery, don’t be surprised 
by his greeting. Harry didn’t get 
inducted into any service. His 
Was service at home. You knew 
him very well, but he’ll say “How 
do you do, Joe,”—very formal like 
—"“I don’t believe I’ve seen you 
around lately.” 

This will kind of push you back 
en your heels because you expect- 
ed him to say, “Well, old Joe 
Brown, himself! Back from the 
wars! How the hell are you? Let's 
celebrate tonight.” 

The reason Harry has gone dis- 
tant on you is because he read 
some place in a magazine about 
how to treat returning veterans. 
He learned he was supposed to 
treat you just as though you had 
never left town. 

You'll be dying to tell him about 
that blonde English nurse or the 
dame you met over in Australia 
but Harry saw in a book that he 

NOW 
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was supposed to avoid many ques- 
tions—although it said “to ask the 
veteran about the folkways of the 
people of countries he has visited 
is quite in order.” So it will ap- 
pear to you like he isn’t a bit in- 
terested in you. This will seem 
queer—but forgive him. Somehow 
the word has spread around that 
all vets are sort of psycho-neu- 
rotics and they must have time for 
mental adjustment. 

At home, too, they’ll be glad to 
see you back, but after the first 
quick, happy hugs, etc., etc., 
there’ll be a lull, and you may 
note that they don’t seem ‘to be 
looking at you. This is easily ex- 
plained. The pamphlet or the ar- 
ticle they read said, “Don’t stare 
at the returning veteran. It will 
make him feel like an object of 
curiosity.” 

Also, they'll insist on your stay- 
ing in bed in the morning until all 
hours. It won’t make any differ- 
ence that you can’t sleep well in 
a soft bed anyway. Besides you’re 
used to getting up before 1100. But 
the folks back home may feel that 
you should have a change; so, by 
George, you’ve got to stay in bed 
for a change. 

After a week you'll get fidgety 
and restless. Nothing to do. But 
don’t dare drop a hint that you’re 
thinking of going. to work or tak- 
ing a course in radio repair or en- 
gineering under the GI bill. Make 
the arrangements and, when ev- 
erything’s set, then break the 
news. It can be a terrible shock 
to some people to think of the 


returned hero going to work only 


after two weeks’ rest. But don’t 
let them talk you out of it. 

If you’re ex-service because of a 
disability and. you walk into a 
room on crutches and no one 
makes a move to give you a chair, 
it’s o. k. They may have read 
they’re supposed to treat you as 
though nothing has happened to 
you. And when you drop your 
pipe, they'll still sit. You can hook 
the crutches with one hand, scrape 
the pipe toward you, and try to 
avoid breaking your good leg as 
you lean over to recover the pipe. 
“Never try to help a disabled vet- 
eran,” the articles said. “It will 
make him lose confidence that he 
has built up.” 

The above, of course, is intend- 
ed as nonsense; but to introduce 
one serious sentence, I think you'll 
find, as ex-service. people, that re- 
adjusting to civilian life won’t be 
nearly as hard as it was to adjust 
to the service, if folks will forget 
stuff about how to treat you and 
just remember to help you.

“Why there should be any hu- 
man life or an earth with plants 
and animals on it? 

“Why there should be a God 
or anything? What’s our purpose 
on earth? Or how can there be 
a thing as unbelievable as the 
universe? 

“As I thought of these things, 
I began to sweat and a great fear 
grabbed me. I felt like jumping 
up. and screaming. 

“You see, I am used to tracing 
things to their logica) origin, and 
when I can’t find any starting 
point, it drives me nuts, to put it 
bluntly.

Nazi General Kienzel, 
Mistress Slay Selves

TWENTY-FIRST ARMY GROUP HEADQUARTERS, July 1—#) 

A suicide pact in which a German general killed his mistress and 
then himself marked the dissolution of the headquarters of Field 
Marshal Ernst Busch, a British intelligence officer disclosed today. 


Busch, who surrendered nearly 
2,000,000 troops to Field Marshal 
Montgomery last May, has been 
moved outside Germany. 

Involved in the suicide pact 
were Gen, Kienzel, a member of 
Busch’s staff, and Frau von Asch- 
noff, whose bodies were found ina 
house near Flensburg last week. 
Both had bullet holes through the 
head and nearby was Kienzel’s 
automatic pistol. 
HE’D RATHER DIE 


Kienzel, described as a 
drinking, hard swearing, monocled 
German of about 53, left a letter 
asserting he would rather die than 
face a long separation from his 
mistress in a concentration camp. 

Intelligence officers were told 
his wife was reported to have con- 
sented to a divorce so he could go 
away with Frau Aschnoff. The 
latter’s background in the case is 
being investigated by security po- 
lice. 

Kienzel was former chief of staff 
to Busch and was one of his emis- 
saries sent to arrange the surren- 
der terms with Montgomery at 
Lueneburg Heath. 

Two.others at that meeting have 
met violent death. They were Gen. 
Admiral Hans Georg Friedeburg, 
who committed suicide by taking 
poison, and Maj. Fiedel, who died 
in an automobile crash. 

Kienzel’s death came three days

50 members of Busch’s staff to 
prisoner of war cages in Germany. 
Busch and his chief of staff, Gen. 
Hoffman, were flown out of the 


country and imprisoned in a “se- 
cret camp,” the British intelligence | 
officer related.
